To the worschipfull and reuerent sirs the Mair, Shirre^ Baillifii 
and all the worthi men of the Commmie Conseil of the towne of 
Bristow^ Besecheth mekely your pouer Comburgeises al the Maisters 
ot the Craft of Barboures of the toune of Bristowe. That there 
worschipfull sirs as the seide yowre besechers hath diuerses ordinaunces 
graimted vnto ham of long Qrme passed be your worthi prédécesseurs» 
which ordinaunces both enrolled in the rede pauper of yeldhalle ; And

wd and tiewly the yen folowyng, and al manor fitwtes found of evell tanned 
lather to present duely to aie oonrte so that the same fiiwtss myght 
be co r iectsd acoordyng to die ordenannce graonted to the saide crafte 
he yoor pcedeoessours long lyme to fore^ which Crafte in debute that 
they have no maistiys chosyn yherly by vertue. of the sdde orde* 
n a u nces is gretely sdaundred to grete hurte of your seide comburgeises 
and seruaunts and vndoyng of ham withoute it be remedied be your

next to fore the fest of seint Hillarjre, the ix yhere of the regae of 
Kyng Henry the fourthe late Kyng of Englond after the Conquest, 
and al other ordenaunces graunted to vs by John Leycsstre^ late Mair 
and Thomas Erie late Sherif of the said toune of Bristowe by thassent 
of al the Commune Counsdl of the same toune the tuysdaye in the 
feste of the blessed sdnts John and Powle^ the thxydde yhere of the
